VIENNA, (JP)~Few. 
even 
in ­ 
cluding very musical people, real­ 
ize that marking time with a con­ 
ductor's baton is a practice of 
comparatively recent times in the 
history 
of music. The 
eminent, 
music 
historian, 
Otto 
Erich 
Deutsch, said recently that it was 
in 1821 that the practice of hav­ 
ing the conductor lead his orches­ 
tra by means of a piano was dis­ 
carded at the Vienna Op^ra and 
the baton fo rma’ly adopted. 
Previous to that date the task 
on enforcing rhythm am ong the
